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REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Conmitter. 


The Laws of this State provide that the Superintending School Com- 
mittee shall annually, in the month of March, makea Report of the 
Schools &c. In conformity to this provision, we would respectfully sub- 
mit the following Report. ’ 

In our opinion, the teachers who labor with their pupils day after day, 
and know every effort they make, as well as the results attending their 

efforts, are the only persons fully competent to state the progress made 

by pupils under their direction. The law has wisely made it a part of 
their duty to so report, and put the power into the hands of the Pru- 
dential Committee to enforce this duty by withholding the pay,to which 
they are not entitled until they do so report. District committees should 
bear in mind that every teacher who receives his pay before his report 
is properly made and returned to the Superintendent, is receiving money — 
upon which he has no legal claim. This is an evil that should be im- 
mediately remedied—for your annual reports are valuable, only so far 
as they are accurate and contain the desired information. They will 
' fall far short of their intended value, unless teachers are compelled to 
report the progress made by their pupils. 

In a few schools there was not a sufficient supply of books—two and 
three scholars have been sent to the school-room with only one book,— 
It would be equally as good economy for the parents to hire two men 
to dig a ditch and expect them to use the same shovel. 

Every scholar that makes reading a study should be supplied witha 
dictionary. In some schools not a single copy was to be found. We 
trust that this deficiency will be met with its proper remedy. A dic- 
tionary is as necessary to a correct knowledge in reading as the state 
and outline maps are to the student in arithmetic and georgraphy. To 
read correctly one must understand what he reads; 1n order to do this 
he must know the power and meaning of every word that forms a part 
of the whole—‘‘words are signs of ideas”—unless the ideas are made 
intelligible the individual is only half taught. It is not more important 
to be able to speak a word than it is to understand its meaning.

We have tried to remedy one evil that existed in some districts, and 
succeeded —namely—in bringing about a uniformity in reading books. 
In four schools we diminished the number of classes in reading from ten 
to jive, at the same time the number of pupils in each class was almost. 
double—effecting a greater degree of enthusiasm and energy, and by 
giving them more time to devote to the practice of this important study ; 
they acquire a larger amount of information than they possibly could 
under the ‘‘old system.” 

Great improvement has been made in an acquisition of knowledge of 
georgraphy by requiring pupils to draw outline maps—an exercise quite 
interesting, besides its being productive of much good, by giving them 
a better idea of the location of different counties, states, towns, &¢c.— 
Everything that tends to assist in awakening thought, fixing the atten- 
tion or aiding the understanding isa valuable acquisition to the school- 
room. 

English grammar is too much neglected in some of your schools. 
Some large boys in particular gave their whole attention to arithmetic, 
to the total neglect of all other studies. - We fully appreciate the im- 
portance of a good knowledge of arithmetic in all departments of life ; 
but we believe attention might be given to other branches without any 

injury to mathematical instruction. Every child should be taught the 
- elements of grammar, geography and history ; thesneglect of these will 
be attended with ruinous consequeuces. 

Tardiness and irregular attendance are two very apparent evils in some 
of your schools, seriously hindering their progress. ‘The average at- 
tendance is more than one third less than the whole number of scholars 
returned. No child should be allowed to be absent from school with- 
out grave reasons. This is a matter for parents toremedy, and to them 
we appeal. 

Parents should visit their schoolstmore—those schools that have re- 
ceived the most frequent visits, have made the best. progress, been bet- 
ter governed and received the fullest benefit to be dérived from our 
system cf free schools. 

We would say to parents, if they wish to improve the character of 
their schools, make them what they were truly designed to be—nurser- 
ies where will be taught all those virtues that elevate and purify the 
mind, to visit them often, show by acts that the efforts there being made 
for the child’s best good are warmly appreciated, and the thing is done. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer TermM—Taught by Miss Augusta E. Shepard of Deering.— 
Notwithstanding the large number of small scholars of which this school] 
- was composed, and other annoyances with which the teacher had to 
contend, the order and improvement were good, ‘The teacher was well 
qualified, and faithfully discharged her duty as a teacher for the best 
interests of her pupils. Under such a teacher, we can see no good rea- 
son why this school may not be as good as any school in town, if the 
parents will co-operate with the teacher in bringing the children under 
a proper discipline—giving them to understand that the school-room 
should be a place of order and obedience. We commend the policy of 
the Prudential Committee in securing the services of a teacher so well 
adapted to fill the position in which she was placed. 


~~ 
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WINTER TeRM.—It is well known in this region that District No. 1 
and a large majority of District No. 2 united together for school pur- 
poses, and the result has been the erection of a large and beautiful ed- 
ifice, which is truly an ornament to the village, as well as an honor to 
the district generally. The house contains two large, elegant and 
pleasant rooms, furnished with modern seats and other corresponding 
fixtures adapted to meet the wants and conveniences of the scholars.— 
The school has been graded, and by a vote of the district, all scholars 
of the age of twelve and upwards, are placed.in the upper room, leay- 
ing it, however, discretionary with the committee to make any change 
which they might think necessary for the benefit of the school. 

The upper room is under the supervision of Mr. Warren McClintock 
of Hillsborough. Mr. McClintock is a well qualified and experienced 
teacher, calm butfirm, and ever ready and willing to assist his pupil 
in securing the benefits of the superior advantages which the district, 
has, at great expense, placed at their service. If they do not improve, 
it must be their own fault. 

The lower room*is under the charge of Miss Ellen Fisher of Henni- 
ker. Miss Fisher is a fine scholar, with good abilities and some expe- 
rience as a teacher,and we doubt not but that she will do all in her pow- 
er to make the school a profitable one. The two schools are, at the 
time of writing, in successful operation, and so far as we are able to 
learn, are giving universal satisfaction. We regret the schools are so 
late that we are unable to give a full report. of the improvement made.

Now will the 
parents not try and visit their school, at least once, each term, and see 
and judge for themselves, whether those to whom their children are in- 
trusted, are really good teachers, orjailors who receive so wuch per 
months and board ‘‘to keep” their school ? 

~ Winter Term—Taught by Edgar H. Loveren. We regret that our 
duty compels us to report this school as a complete failure. Mr. Lov- 
‘eren possessed all the information the law requires, but it needs some- 
thing more than legal acquirements to teach school successfully. The 
failure in this school was the result of a laxnessin school government. 
Without government no teacher can succeed in a school like this, how- 
ever well he may be informed upon every other matter pertaining to the 
-duties of a teacher. We would suggest to the agents in this district to 
beware of cheap teachers—the best are the cheapest—a good school of 
‘six weeks is better than a poor one of six months; in fact, the more 
lengthy a poor school, greater is the evil, fF. 
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DISTRICT NO. 7. 


SumMMER TERM—Taught by Miss Hattie A. Wilkins. 

Winter Trrm—By Miss Anna R. Wilson. This is a small school, 
but there seemed to be as much interest manifested as was noticed in 
some of our larger ones. We found here one of our best scholars in 
Mental Arithmetic. The teacher would state the question, the scholar 
would repeat it; then solve the example, giving the reasons ‘‘why,” 
with perfect accuracy. We wish there were more such. F. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer TermM—Taught by Miss Jennie G. Jones. We were much 
pleased with the appearance of this school. The children were polite, 
orderly and industrious. ‘The advancement made in all the studies,was 
rapid and thorough. We would note in particular the classes in Read- 
ing, Geography and Arithmetic; such an earnestness is rarely witnessed 
in our public schools, as was awakened in these classes. At the exam- 
ination the scholars seemed perfectly *‘at home” as question after ques- 
tion was promptly and correctly answered. 

Winter TeERM—Taught by Miss Abbie J. Carr. It givesus pleasure 
to give another encouraging word for this school by reporting it as being” 
in every particular an excellent one. The pupils acquitted themselves 
with honor at the close of the term, giving ample evidence that they had 
had the best instruction and been subject to a proper parental discipline. 
The order and deportment could not be excelled, and the improvement 
was unexceptionable. F. 

DISTRICT NO. 9.
